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SENATE  BILL  TO  LAW 
By  Harry  Collins  - WNWA 

I moved  to  the  Wausau 
area  in  Dec.  of  '79,  and  af- 
ter joining  the  local  club, 
Wisconsin  Valley  Coin  Club, 

I found  out  that  they  were 
no  longer  holding  their  sho- 
ws at  the  Labor  Temple,  due 
to  a little  known  law  regar- 
ding Class  'B'  liquor  licen- 
sed halls. 

In  the  latter  part  of 
1980  I contacted  Senator  Wa- 
lter John  Chilsen,  29th  Sen- 
ate district,  in  regard  to 
getting  the  wording  of  these 
state  statutes  changed  so 
the  Wausau  Labor  Temple  cou- 
ld once  again  be  used  for 
coin  shows.  On  April  21, 
1981,  Senator  Chilsen  intro- 
duced Senate  bill  330  which 
was  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  Aging,  Business,  Fi- 
nancial Institutions  and 
Transportation.  This  commit- 
tee is  chaired  by  Senator 
Cullen,  with  members  Roshell, 
Maurer,  Bidwell,  Engeleiter, 
Goyke,  and  Moody.  Senators 
Goyke  and  Moody  had  co- spon- 
sored Assembly  bill  536  whi- 
ch had  regulated  bullion 
second-hand  purchases. 

A hearing  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  September  2,  1980 
in  Madison  in  front  of  the 
Committee  at  which  I made  an 
appearance  in  support  of  the 
bill  to  allow  a wording  cha- 
nge so  that  coin  and  stamp 
shows  could  be  held  on  Class 
•B'  licensed  halls.

Without  bogging  you  down 
with  more  'red  tape',  let  me 
explain  the  purpose  of  this 
whole  idea  to  change  the 
then  current  law,  to  a new 
ruling. to  include  coins  and 
stamps.  The  present  law  pro- 
hibited the  issuance  of  a 
Class  ’B'  retail  liquor  lic- 
ense to  premises  where  any 
other  business  is  conducted, 
with  certain  exceptions.  One 
exception  permitted  the  hol- 
ding of  a market  on  licensed 
premises  on  no  more  than  4 
days  each  month.  Market  was 
defined  as  the  retail  sale 
of  secondhand  or  antique  or 
art  merchandise.  This  bill 
was  adding  the  defination  of) 
coins  and  stamps  to  the/ 
wording  of  market. 

Older  members  of  N.0.W,> 
will  remember  that  the  Laboi 
Temple  in  Wausau  was  the 
site  of  the  1974  state  NOW; 
WVCC  Convention.  It  seems  a:;. 
though  some  other  organiza^ 
tion  (doll  show,  I believe 
had  wanted  the  Labor  Tempi/ 
for  a show  the  same  weeken 
as  the  WVCC,  and  they  (thn 
other  organization)  proceed! 
ed  to  see  that  the  WVCC  worn 
Id  not  be  able  to  use  thi 
Labor  Temple  for  that  week 
end,  and  in  effect  it  wourr 
up  keeping  WVCC  out  of  tr.

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Here  in  Wisconsin,  we 
are  blessed  with  a large 
number  of  Civil  war  homes 
that  have  beautifully  survi- 
ved the  120  plus  years  since 
that  great  conflict.  One  of 
the  primary  reasons  for  the 
excellent  condition  of  these 
Civil  war  dwellings  is  their 
construction,  sheet  metal 
roofs,  Cream  City  brick  wal- 
ls, and  foundations  of  Wis- 
consin f ieldstone.  By  simply 
using  a listing  of  Wisconsin 
Civil  war  storecard  merchan- 
ts, a pleasurable  tour  of 
Civil  war  towns  and  cities 
can  be  laid  out  for  historic 

building  visits. 

Within  this  framework  ol 
hobby  oriented  touring  lies 
another  possibility,  the 
search  for  the  business  pla- 
ces and  homes  of  Civil  war 
storecard  merchants, 
such  historic  home  is  the 
1861  abode  of  La  Crosse  Civ- 
il war  merchant  Mons  Ander- 
son, (Wis.  360-A-B) , who  is- 
sued the  attractive  "Sign  ot 
the  Lion"  cards  listed  under 
these  Fuld  numbers. 


The  home,  now  a private 
residence,  was  constructed 
by  Anderson  in  1861,  and  en- 
larged in  1873  to  its  curr- 
ent dimensions. 

The  legacy  of  Mons  And- 
erson in  La  Crosse  is  small 
in  comparison  to  the  bold 
pioneer  the  man  Anderson 
was,  no  parks  or  statues  of 
the  "Merchant  Prince"  as  he 
was  called  in  the  heyday  of 
his  wealth,  and  the  1881  and 
1892  biographys  dwell  large- 
ly on  his  rapid  rise  prior 
to,  and  during  the  Civi. 
war.  Yet  the  man  Mons  Ander-. 
son  was  indeed  an  unusua 
character,  with  ethnic  idea,c 
that  today  would  be  cons  id*, 
ered  "Hitler  like"  in  natur 

First  of  all,  Mons  And 
erson  was  Norwegion,  bori 
the  eldest  son  of  a farmer 
in  Valders , Norway  in  18 JU 

In  1846  at  age  16,  the  bol 
youngster  immigrated  to  th 
United  States  and  settled  i 
Milwaukee  where  he  was  eu 
ployes  as  a store  clerk  t 
Daniel  Wells,  who  is  be£' 
known  as  the  proprieter  Cv 
the  Milwaukee  "City  Hotel".. 

In  1849  Anderson  beg* 
work  at  the  grocery  of  Her 
bert  Reed  as  a salesman,  atu 
in  his  travels  discovered  Lj 
Crosse,  then  only  a tin 
hamlet  on  the  Mississippi 
River,  In  1851  he  began' 
partnership  with  S.T.  Smi. 
of  La  Crosse  in  a retail  s=  | 
ore,  and  soon  bought  out  h 
partner.  In  1853  he  marri. 
Jane  Halverson,  a local  gL 
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1984  view  of  the  Mons  Anderson  home  in  La  Cros- 
se. An  Extensive  inside  and  out  renovation  will 
insure  the  buildings  use  for  another  120  years. 


and  by  1856  constructed  a 
fine  one  story  brick  build- 
ing on  Front  Street.  As  bus- 
iness boomed,  an  addition 
was  added  in  1858,  and  as 
the  Civil  war  began,  a 120  x 
140  foot  four  story  building 
was  constructed  at  2nd  and 
Main  Street,  While  business 
flourished,  Anderson  also 
dabbled  in  politics,  having 
been  named  Territorial  Imm- 
igration Commissioner  in  the 
year  1858.  The  "territory" 
assigned  to  Mons  Anderson 
was  large,  comprising  west- 
ern Wisconsin,  southern  Min- 
nesota and  the  Dakota  terri- 
tory which  had  not  yet  achi- 
eved statehood. 


In  his  position  as  Comm- 
issioner, Anderson  would  go 
to  New  York  City,  and  "se- 
lect" from  the  hundreds  of 
Norwegian  immigrants,  those 
he  wanted  for  his  settlement 
in  La  Crosse.  The  men  he 
chose  were  all  over  six  feet 
in  height,  and  the  women  not 
less  than  five  foot  ten  in- 
ches in  stature.  These  hand 
picked  people  were  then  dir- 
ected to  La  Crosse  where 
they  were  housed  in  a bar- 
racks provided  by  Anderson 
until  they  could  settle  into 
the  mainstream.  In  addition 
to  temporary  housing  for  the 
immigrants,  Anderson  also 
provided  financial  services, 


■ 
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acting  as  an  unofficial 
"banker"  to  his  landsmen.  In 
later  years,  Anderson  boast- 
ed that  he  was  largely  re- 
sponsible for  the  fine  Nor- 
wegion  blood  lines  of  La 
Crosse  county. 

Along  with  the  new  four 
story  store,  and  a clothing 
factory,  Mons  Anderson  then 
built  the  beautiful  home 
that  still  stands  today,  the 
home  was  started  in  1861  and 
finished  early  in  1862.  Like 
most  Civil  war  merchants, 
Mons  Anderson  was  caught  in 
the  "Hard  Money"  hoarding  of 
the  1861-1865  period.  As  the 
war  progressed,  first  gold 
was  hoarded,  and  as  soon  as 
it  had  vanished,  silver  coi- 
ns soon  followed.  The  final 
straw  was  the  removal  from 
circulation  of  copper  cents. 
Businessmen  without  a media 
of  exchange  other  than  bar- 
ter issued  paper  script,  en- 
cased postage  stamps  and 
tokens  which  were  circulated 
as  money,  legal  tender  small 
change  was  non  existent! 

Both  of  the  beautiful 
little  cent  size  Civil  war 
tokens  of  Mons  Anderson  re- 
fer to  "The  Sign  of  the 
Lion",  and  understandably 
so,  for  they  are  in  refer- 
ence to  the  two  lifesize 
iron  lions  that  flanked  the 
main  entrance  to  his  retail 
store  on  Main  Street.  The 
lion  theme  was  also  repeated 
in  the  trade  name  of  both 
lightweight  and  heavy  duty 
overalls  produced  by  the  An- 
derson clothing  factory.  Old 


newspaper  ads  show  his  "Lior 
Brand  Overalls". 

A rather  nice  little  st. 
ory  about  the  Anderson  lion? 
is  mentioned  in  the  188] 
history,  seems  the  iron  If 
ons  had  a blowhole  on  th 
top  of  the  heads,  which  thf 
youngsters  would  blow  int 
causing  the  lions  to  "roar" 
much  to  the  enjoyment  o 
Mons  Anderson. 


The  Mons  Anderson  tokee* 
come  in  two  different  typee:

tuations in  fiscal  matters 
luring  the  Civil  war  caused 
Ions  Anderson  some  problems, 
)ut  newspaper  accounts  were 
luick  to  point  out  that  no 
>ne  ever  lost  a cent  entrus- 
ted to  the  chauvinist  Nor- 
/egion. 

Mons  Anderson  loved  La 
Crosse,  and  tried  several 
(times  to  donate  land  for 
>arks,  but  in  each  case  the- 
>e  were  later  turned  into 
private  residential  develop- 
ients.  All  that  is  written 
ibout  Anderson  lists  him  as 
t highly  moral  man,  generous 
ind  respected.  During  his 
leyday,  he  employed  more 
than  100  men  in  his  business 
ventures,  this  included  who- 
lesale and  retail  dry  goods, 
wholesale  and  retail  cloth- 
ing from  his  factory,  and  a 
•ales  force  that  covered 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa, 
ansas,  Nebraska,  and  the 
>akotas.  In  1892,  his  bus- 
ness  was  considered  the 
;econd  largest  in  the  state 
if  Wisconsin.  From  the  foun- 
tainhead of  the  Civil  con- 
lict  Mons  Anderson  grew  and 
prospered,  when  gas  was  fir- 
jit  used  for  city  lighting, 
nderson  manufactured  his 
>wn  gas,  and  people  came  for 

Liles  to  see  the  "White  Way" 
chat  was  his  business.  Lat- 
br,  when  electricity  arriv- 
ed, Mons  Anderson  was  the 
irst  to  have  electric  light 
:ing  in  La  Crosse. 


This  progressive  Norwe- 
gion  was  also  a giant  in  hu- 
man relations,  his  long  time 
employees  loved  him,  and  he 
was  the  first  merchant  in  La 
Crosse  to  hire  women  as  sa- 
les persons! 

In  1885,  all  the  Ander- 
son retail  outlets  were  clo- 
sed, and  Mons  Anderson  and 
his  two  sons  sold  only  whol- 
esale, which  was  carried  on 
until  1903.  Curator  David 
Henke  of  the  La  Crosse  His- 
torical Society  has  the  tok- 
ens of  Mons  Anderson  in  the 
Society  archives,  and  the 
Anderson  home,  tho  in  pri- 
vate hands  still  stands  pr- 
oud and  beautiful.  But  the 
Anderson  cottage  on  Grandad 
Bluff,  the  ball  fields  where 
the  children  played,  the  cl- 
othing factory  and  the  re- 
tail and  wholesale  stores 
have  passed  into  history. 

The  Norwegians  who  still 
heavily  populate  the  area 
have  probably  never  heard  of 
the  man  who  wore  those  two 
hats  so  well,  as  Immigration 
Commissioner  and  La  Crosse 
community  leader  of  the  Civ- 
il war  years.  Truly,  the 
"Sign  of  the  Lion"  was  poet- 
ic, for  Mons  Anderson,  the 
Civil  war  merchant,  had  the 
heart  and  courage  of  the  an- 
imal he  so  much  admired.

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The  beautiful  old  Mons  An- 
derson home  is  undergoing  a 
period  renovation,  both  in- 
side and  out,  with  artistic 
plaster  work  being  restored 
to  ceilings  and  upper  wall 
facings.  The  renovation  re- 
ceived wide  publicity  when 
four  teen  age  boys  working 
on  the  project  found  an  iron 
kettle  under  the  floor  con- 
taining six  $20  gold,  five 
$10  gold,  and  twenty  $5  gold 
pieces.  The  forgotten  trea- 
sure of  Mons  Anderson  is  in- 
teresting, since  Anderson 
died  a pauper. 


Mintmarks — symbols,  let- 
ter, numbers — were  put  on 
coins  as  early  as  Roman 
times  to  indicate  which  of 
the  Emperor's  workshops  the 
coins  were  made  in.
